Tlie CtistomB Tariff- 
s'. , ■ — ■ • e^'' 
There seems little leftson to doubt 

that a reacljustinent of .the customs 
tariff of tho Dominion will be amoiig 
the first inoasurcs of tlio new aclmiuis- 
tration. Sinco the present tarift' was 
fnuned great changes have taken place 
ill tbo trade and circiiniHtaiiccs of tho 
CO intry, aiul many thiiig.s wiso and 
good when tho tanfl" was nmdu have 
loa;,' coasod to bo eitiiei tho one or tho 
Other. Wc are roiiiindud, too, that tho 
members of the present CTDveiiiuient, 
■while in Opposition, tookstroiigground 
againyt much that is iu the tariff, and 
it is to bo exi)ected that they will take 
.an early opportunity of remoulding it 
in conformity with their views. There 
is yet another ground upon which sucli 
a revision might fairly be urged. Since 
the tariff "was framed several new Pro- 
vinces and a vast extent of territory 
have been added to tlxe Dominion, the 
interests and circumstances of which 
are entitled to consideration. All 
things considered, tho time viroiild ap- 
pear to have come for a thorough and 
careful readjustment of the customs 
tariff. What are likely to be the lead- 
ing featur68 of the change, -we are 
scarcely in a position to ijredict; but 
there are reasons for believing that the 
general tendency will be in the direc- 
tion of free tx'ade, such being the lean- 
ing of the party now in power. To 
British Columbia the'occasion fUnst be 
one of especial interest, as it will be 
the first time she shall have bad any 
share in framing a measure of such vi- 
tal importimco to herself. It wo\ild be 
well to kecj) this subject in view, in 
choosing representatives at the forth- 
coming election. Without entering 

r. into the general subject of British Co- 
lumbia's wants and interesls in this 
respect, wo may be permitted to allude 
to one very imjiortant item in this c^n- 
nectiou. One argument urged in fa- 
>Tor of adopting the Canadian tariff was 
the greater protection it would aiibrd 
our beef-raisors. In this particular at 
least it has proved diBappointing. It 
has greatly redacted that protection. 

• This hasaribeu, however, fruiu a .sad- 
den and very nmterial depreciation in 
th« value of the foreign article. It is 
found that the average value at which 
cattle are entered for duty is aliout 
twenty dollars, — -less than one-half of 
what they were worth at tho time of 
accepting tho, Canadian tariff. Nor is 
this condition likely to prove of a tem- 

" porary. nature, Oregon and Washing- 
ton Territory are being inundated 
with cattle driven over from Texas 
■where they cau be got fur a men' .song. \Vt? 
hav* shown in former articles tliat Bri- 
tish GQlumbia haslitho capacity for self- 
' BUpply, and that aho vould aappiy her 

"cown markeita did she but enjoy reason- 
able protection and facile means of 
communication ; and it has also been 
shown that to supply her own markets 
T.'oukl be to retain about one hii>>dred 
and fifty thousand doUais ii"year* now 
going put of the country to pay for a 
foreign supply. It may be said that the 
$2 a head imposed under the Canadian 
tariff constitutosa fair protection; but 
there will be no diliiculty in showing 
that it is not. Under existing forms of 
taxation every animal raised ou our 

"own grass ranges will have paid live 

' .dollars and forty cents in direct ta.\- 
ation by tho time it has rtaclied four 
years of age, — considerably luurc r,h;iu 
cattle can be bouglit lor in To.xas. it 
may seem an OKaggeratioii, yet it i.-i 
nevei'theleBS true that cattle can be 
-'driven from Taxaa to Pugot Sound 

'' about as cheaply as they can bo 
brought from our piiiioi[)al nuig(-s be- 
yond the Cascades to this iiiarkt:l. Sucli 
bein" tho case, it is idle to talk about 
an ADVALOiiEM duty of .ten i)er cent, al- 
fording sufiUcient prS^fctiou to our 
stock-raisers. Probably a specific duty 
would be better; and certainly five 
dollars a head on beef would UiU lie 
any too much. "Wo see no reason wliy 
the Doiuiuiuii rarliiiiuoat sliould imt 
be willing to concede this jjuiiit. It 

. could scarcely injuriously affect the 

. older Provinces bordering on tlie Tlni- 
todStateSjinasniiicii as they do iiotini- 

■ port beef, cattht and it would prove an 
nndoubted blessing tn British (J(duii;- 
bia. We sliould licsitato to rccommoiul 
ameasuiQ of the kind were it not tluit

not wasted printer's ink and pajior than is 
to be found in our local atatutcs. They 
have lost sight entirely of tho chief value 
of these latds, namely that they ara a 
moans for acquiring population, and also 
of tho fundamental principle, that they are 
tho property of tho public. Nay, it would 
almost seem as if the possession of poner 
bad confuseil thoir ideas, and led them 
to suppose that instead of being tho ser- 
vants of tho public, it is by their conde- 
cension and favor that an acre of land is 
open to acquisition. 

The writes speak from exporionco in 
saying, tluit it is sullicient to tell tho cap- 
italist at a distance seeking investment in 
mineral lands, or tho yeoman desiring a 
home for his family, of tho method pro- 
vided for obtaining tho one or tho other, 
to make final lii.s preterano© for Ontario 
or Manitoba, when besides tho ease of ac- 
cess, so simplo and liberal aro the land 
regulations, that one luiows ho can ac- 
(piiro of right exactly what ho desires. 

British Columbia labors under such 
disadvantage, is so expensive to the em- 
igrant to reach, antl so distant as to 
make the bdpltalist timid of invostmonts, 
that it must at least, offor eipial induce- 
ments, if it would hope to directfc.itlier its 
share of tho Englidi, and other, farmers, 
mechauicB, and capitalists so numorously 
docking to our sister Provinces. In On- 
tario not simply aro largo tracts of tho 
very best lands easy of access by good 
colonization roads^ given as free grants, 
l)ut hear from tho lips of Joseph Arch 
lately ou a mission from England in con- 
nection with tho Agritniltural Laborers 
movement, what more is done for tho 
free settler: 

"Now, I wish to bo clear on this point. 
The Government is prei)ared to build a 
comfortable and decent log hut for a man 
and his wife and family, to shelter him 
tho moment ho arrive. They will also 
clear from live to six acres, aud they will 
find you the seed to plant it. The mo- 
ment you get there, you may begin to put 
your spado in tho soil. I will nottellyou 
that every stump will bo out; but I will 
toll yon that on sonio of those stump 
lands I have f oon some of tho finest crops 
of corn };rov, in;^ I ever saw in my life. 
The tioveriinicnt, I repeat, will find you 
seed; thoy will lind you five or six acres 
of land ready" for the deposit of that seed; 
and as soon as you have got your land, 
and at ni>y time /ind your strong, bony 
arms idle, tho Government will take up 
every day, ever}- hour, of your spara 
time, and will p.ay you tho equivalent of 
live shillings a day for working on tho 
colonization roads. (Applause.) If I 
have done my buainess rightly, or if I 
havo done it wrongly, I now leave tho 
British public to judge. (Applause.) 
More than what I have aajdT^Deyond that 
iivo or .six acres of cleared land, you will 
have 100 acres given to you free, and the 
sooner you can claar that the hotter." 

Nor is this all! Arrangements have 
been madO with the Allan and other linos 
of fast, safe, and comfortable stcamors by 
which tho emigrant is conveyed from 
Liverpool to (^)uoboc for £1 for each 
adult. On arrival at Quebfic the Gov- 
ernment provides a temporary homo in 
which to rest and recruit, and thence 
forwards the new arrival ia free of railway, 
fai-e to the pla6e of aeleotion. " If all this 
is done and found necessary to be done 
whore such natural advantages exist, it is 
worse than useless to lock up our lands 
by such absurd restrictions unless 
tho desire ia to keep them unoccupied. 
Believing that tlijs is not your aim or wish 
I trust you will vigorously use tho 
limning knife and top off without hesita- 
tion the rotten branches of the present 
land act. Do not bo afraid of too great 
liberality.

Exciting News from Above! 
Indian War J?lire^tened ! ! 
Immediato -Action Necessary. 

OiiMroK, Jan. 9-^From Mr. Vasey, who 
lives on the Bonaparte, we loam that on 
Thursday last ho was told by Father 
Graudidier, who was at KAmloojis a few 
days previous, that in a Council of Chiefs 
in that vicinity lately, sovou wore for war 
and two opposed, lie (the Father) gave 
it as his opinion that tho Indians were 
liable to commence hostilities at any 
inomout. 

A late decision of tlio County Court, 
whereby an Indian was compelled to pay 
damages for trespass of his stock (the In- 
diana claim unjustly) has considorably 
agitated them. The leasing of largo tracts 
of thoir grazing lands and tho non-arrival 
of tho Indian Odmmissiouer on a visit, aa 
was promised them, add to their agitation. 
By these last reports the excitement, 
which prevailed among tho settlers lately, 
is again revived stronj^'cr than ever and 
a general feeling of inaecurity prevails. 
The Indians hero who havo been ques- 
tioned regarding tho mattar deny all 
knowledge of it.
